RECOMMEND CHANGES
IN HIGH SCHOOL LAW

RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT
MEETING OF SCHOOL
TRUST'%S

WANT MORE MONEY

Numcrous High School in County
Causes Each One to Get Small
Amount From State.

The last quarterly meeting for tiis
year of the Anderson County School
Trustey associadon was held yester-
day aflernoon beginning ot 1:20 in
the court house for the purpose of
discussing school conditions in the
various districts and for devising
means by which some action migat
be brought about at the next regular
segaion of the Sopth Carolina legis-
lature which would amend the hlgh
scliool law In regard to ceriain limit-
ing féatures whicn it now possesses,
There are about 200 members of the
assoclation but owing to this being a
viry husy tima of the year, only
about 20 were present.

The meeting was called to order by
the president, Dr. W. A. Tripp, after
which reports were heard from va-
rious schools. ‘These Tenorts dealt
with tie advancement of the schools
during the past ten years, thoir proes-
ent status, and their plans for the
future. The reports showed that in
every section there Is a crying meed
for more money {o run the schools on
and aleo In some districis need for
more suitable buildings. Among the

~ustees making reports were those
from White Plains, West Pelzer, Walk-
oer-McElmoyle, Zion, Calhoun, Oak
Grove and few others.

After these reports were made short

talks were made by Supt. Felton, Mr.
B, C, McCants and Mr. J. W. San-

dors of Pendleton, all pointing out
the fact that there were changes
which ought to be made in the preu-
ent high school law.,

Supt. Felton stated that Le \r\anted
the law so changed that the limit by
county to he high schools would not
be §..000. This i8 he limit allowed by
law and Anderson county is now
obtaining every ‘cent possible. Owing
to the fact thet there are so many
high schools in Anderson county, the
amount of money each one recelives is
limited to & small sum. In other
coun where there are fewer hizh
sch each oneé gots more money,
Mr. Felton stated that %ie wanted
this luw changed so that the number
of high schools in the county would
have something to do with the mon-
ey glven by the stato.

" Mr, McCants 4tated that he: favor-

‘so wanted it fixed so that the popuis-
tion in a district would play its nart
in gelling money from the state. lle
poined out conditions here in the city
of Anderson which are such that Lhe
schiools recelve only a very small
amount from the state. He stated
that he also, wanted the law amended
50 that pupils living out of Anderson
district would not have to pay tui-
tion In: order to ' aitend the high
schipol.,

Mr. Sa::dera suggested that, the law
be also amended allowing the county
superintendent of ' education to regu
late in regard ,tu how many pupils
must attend a high school be!’o'a state
nid can be obtained.
